Angry demonstrators meet 
Waldheim in South Lebanon 


Jerusalem Post Staff 
TEL KIZAT EL-SUD, South 
Lebanon. — UN Secretary-General 
Kurt Waldheim was met by angry 
demonstrators on both sides of the 
Israeli Hne in South Lebanon when 
he visited the area yesterday. 

Major Saad Haddad and 200 of his 
followers bearing placards reading 
“‘Lebanon for the Lebanese" and 
“UNIFIL to Beirut and not the 
south" waited for Waldheim near the 
heli-pad at Ebel e-Saki where the 
four white UN helicopters landed 
with Waldheim and his entourage. 

Norwegian UNIFIL troopa blocked 
the road and atopped the 
demonstrators from reaching the 
UN camp at Tel Kizat el-Sud where 
Waldheim was briefed on the situa- 
tion on the Israeli side of the line in 
Southern Lebanon. 

Waldheim later drove to Tyre 
where several hundred angry 
Palestinians swamped his limousine 
banging on it with their fists and 
shouting slogans for a guick 
withdrawal of Israeli troops from the 
south, Waldheim's motorcade drove 
with a heavy UN armed escort from 
the Israeli border to French UN 
positions near the Palestinian- 
controlled Lebanese port of Tyre 
when the incident occurred.

Amit accuses Histadrut of

HAIFA. — Transport Minister Meir 
Amit yesterday accused the 
Histadrut of exploiting the Ei Al dis- 
pute for its own purposes, while the 
government was ready to settle it on 
the basis of the recommendations of 
the Histadrut’s own Kessar Com- 
mittee set up to study labour 
relations in the national airline.

‘Land Saving’ scheme will . 
give plots to build homes

A “Land Saving’ scheme in which 
people will be able to save up for 10 
years for the right to lease a half- 
dunam plot of land on which to build 
ἃ home will be offered soon by the 
State Lands Administration. 

The adminstration’s director, 
Ya'acov Aknin, said yesterday that 
2,000-3,000 dunams, mainly in 
development areas, will be allocated 
for the Land Saving” project. He 
was speaking as the Lands Ad- 
ministration presented its annual 
report on operations between March 
1976 and March 1977. paar 

A large part of the report is 
devoted to the land the administra- 
tion bought or leased. Contrary to 
the announcements of Finance 
Minister Simha Ehrlich and his 
deputy, Yehezke] Flomin, after the 
elections last May — that the govern- 
ment would agree ‘to sell land to 
private buyers — Aknin said his ad- 
ministration would only lease pilots. 

‘The government's budget for thia 
fiscal year shows IL1.5b. in revenue 
from the sale of land. 

One of the Lands Administration's 
main tasks is land. In 1976/77 
the administration bought 63,176 
dunams in the administered 
territories and only 411 dunams in 
Israel. The year before the ad- 
ministration bought only 1,590 
dunams — of which 1,187 were in the . 
administered territories. 


The price paid for the total of 63,- 
587 dunams the administration 
purchased in 1976/77 was IL18.8m. 

Aknin said the administration is 
trying to reach an agreement with*

Providing plots for new buildings 
is one of the functions of the ad- 
ministration. Aknin denied that 
there was any lack of plots and that 
the price of land has td do 
with the soaring cost of apartments. 
He said that only 15 per cent of an 
apartment's price comes from the 
price of the plot. There is enough 
land for building even in the most ex- 
pensive parts of the country — 
Jerusalem and the coastal strip, he 
said.

HAIFA (Itim). ~ A magistrate here 
yesterday turned down 2 police re-

Hammer says he’ll 
improve Arab schools 


Every effort will be made during 
the coming school year to improve 
schooling in the Arab sector, Educa- 
tion Minister Zevulun Hammer sald 
yesterday. 

In the course of a tour of Arab 
schools and teacher training 
seminaries, Hammer told Arab 
educators that while much had been 
accomplished in the past 30 years, 
much remains to be done. His 
Tinistry aims, he said, to provide 
Arab schools with the tools to 
educate a generation which retains 
its Arab identity and is at the same 
time loya! to Israel. 

Hammer said the e of the 
tour was to identify those Arab 
schools where problems were most 
acute and to seek ways of remedying 
them. The teachers he met with told 
him that among the most serious 
problems were the lack of qualified 
teachers, inadequate facilities and 
equipment, and the high rate of 
truancy.

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Municipal elections will 
be on time, official says

There is no reason why municipal 
elections cannot take place on 
November 7 as planned, Dr. Meir 
Shaham, in charge of elections at the 
Interior Ministry, told The 
Jerusalem Post last night. He was 
reacting to statements by Holon 
Mayor Pinhas Eylon, chairman of 
the Union of Local Authorities, and 
other mayors that the Knesset had 
not leid the ground for the elections 
and they might have to be put off. 

Shaham said that as far as his of- 
fice is concerned, the elections could 
be held “tomorrow,” {f necessary. 
He explained that the updated list of 
voters will, be published on May 24, 
and citizens may file complaints or 
amendments for 10 days after this. 
The list will finally be closed on 
August 24. 

He added that the Knesset is 
almost sure to pass a law extending 
the voting rights to those who will be 
18 on election day. The implementa- 
tion of such a law, he said, is only a 
matter of pushing a button on a com- 
puter. 

Another problem 8 new im- 
migrants who have no fixed address. 
According to a proposed law. they 
would be allowed to vote at one 
special polling station established in 
each town. 

The present voters’ list has some 
2,310,000 names, he said, and he ex- 
pects between 170,000 and 200,000 ad- 
ditions. The municipal voters in- 
clude 120,000 permanent residents 


who are not citizens, including most 


. of the residents of East Jerusalem. 


For the first time, there will be 
separate ballots for the municipal 
council lists and the mayors. The 
ballots will go Into the same box, he 
said, but will be placed In different- 
coloured envelopes. 

According to the present rules, the 
successful mayoral candidate must 
attain a plurality of 40 per cent. If 
none gets 40 per cent. there will be a 
run-off within 14 days between the 
two candidates with the highest 
numbers of votes. 


Shaham seemed happy that local 
and Knesset elections are separate. 
(There were separate municipal 
elections only once before, in 1851.) 
After all, he said, the issuex are 
different, and there is no reason to 
link them. ᾿ 

He pointed out that, according to 
official statistics, about 83 per cent 
of Israelis vote — a very high propor- 
tion compared to elsewhere in the 
free worjd. But he added that, in 
fact, the percentage is about 90 per 
cent, if one excludes emigrants still 
on the voting lists. 

The municipal elections will in- 


clude 34 Jewish towns and two Arab 
towns, 2s well as 66 Jewish and ‘47 


Arab loca! caunells. There will be no’ 


elections in the Administered Areas, 
he said. The Arab councils in Judea 
and Samaria were elected according 
to Jordanian law, and there are no 
Jewish settlementa there with 
municipal status, he said. 


Drug for Parkinson’s disease found 
helpful in mending broken bones too 


A revolutionary method of healing 
fractures with a drug used to treat 
Parkinson's disease is in advanced 
stages of development at the Carmel 
Hospital in Haifa. 


Dr. Markus Weisman of the 
hospital's orthopaedic department 
told the army radio station on Mon- 
day that the method, which had 
proved itself in tests with laboratory 
animals, would probably be used on 
humans within a year. Researchers 
discovered that the drug, L. Dopa, 
which is administered to prevent the 
shaking typical of Parkinson's dis- 
ease, increased the production of the 
growth hormone in the body. 


Weisman inferred that this could 
be used to speed up the growth of

Approximately two grams ἃ day of 
the drug were administered to 
laboratory animals with broken 
femurs for two weeks. After ap- 
proximately a month it was found 
that the bone had significantly in- 
creased in length and the fracture 
had healed. In other forms of treat- 
ment, the fracture would have taken 
80 days to heal. 

Weisman said that the drug also 
strengthened the bone, and wounds 
healed quicker too. This method 
would aid the treatment of fractures 
in long bones and in mending frac- 
tures that did not respond easily to 
other forms of treatment, especially 
among the elderly. (Itim)

Georgian still official tongue 


MOSCOW (Reuter). — Soviet 
Georgia's communist leadership, 
seemingly bowing to strong local 
feelings, have re-instated Georgian 
as the official state language in a 
new version of the local constitution, 
it was learned yesterday. 

‘The apparent climb-down followed 
unconfirmed reports of a demonstra- 
tion last Friday in Tbilisi, the 
Georgian capital, involving students 
and others angered by a draft of the 
constitution which dropped a clause 
making Georgian the official 


language. 
Estimates of the number of 


demonstrators varied from a few 
hundred to many thousands, but 
several accounts reaching here from 
Georgia said the authorities agreed 
at the time to meet their demands. 

The reports appeared strengthen- 
ed by the final approved version of 
the constitution which appeared in 
the local press on Sunday. 

A spokesman for the Georgian 
Communist Party newspaper, 
“Zarya Vostoka,"" who was con- 
tacted by telephone today from 
Moscow, said it now explicitly 
recognized Georgian as the official 
language.

The Indian government, headed by 
Prime Minister Morarji Desai, last 
year appointed former chief justice 
Jayantilal Shah as 8. one-man com- 
mission to investigate alleged mis- 
use of power by Gandhi and other of- 
ficials during her 21-month emergen- 
ey rule. 

The former prime minister even- 
tually appeared before the Shah 
commission in December; but she 
refused to testify under oath, saying 
she was not legally and con- 
stitutionally bound ta do so. | 

Shah then ordered her to be 
prosecuted for contempt of the cbm- 
mission. 

Attacking the ommiasion, Gandhi 
said yesterday: "1 have reasons to |- 
believe the complainant (Shah) 
flagrantly violated the law with in- 
tent to cause injury to me by smear- 
ing my reputation.”

Be that as it may, there would not 
have been much argument, I think, 
about whether 30-year-old Boaz 
Meron looked if! when I saw him ona 
house call one recent evening. His 
wife had told me on the phone that 
her husband “wasn't feeling too 
great." That proved to be an un- 
derstatement when I arrived at their 
moshav and saw Boaz lying in bed. 
His appearance suggested 
something very wrong indeed. 

He had returned from work with a 
temperature, feeling il] all over. He 
had gone straight to bed. When his 
wife brought him a Hght evening’ 
meal and found him pale and 
shivering, she realized that this was 
no trivial upset. In my examination, 
it was only when I listened to Boaz's 
lungs that the probable reason for 
his sudden iliness became clean 

**You have some form of 
pneumontia,"' I informed him, ‘‘and 
it's quite a serious attack. I'm going 
to send you to hospital now, so you 
ean have all the necessary tests and 
treatment without delay.” I then 
telephoned to the duty hospital and 
arranged for him to be admitted im- 
mediately to the chest department. 

Pneumonia — or strictly speaking 
pmeumonitis since it is an inflamma- 
tion of the lungs — is something I 
still meet with quite a lot although 
most of the cases are not as severe 
as Boaz's and not all of them require 
hospital treatment. In pneumonia 
the affected area of lung tissue 
becomes swollen and congested. The 
inflamed areas may be spread in 
patches throughout the lungs and 
then the name broncho-pneumonia 
applies. Or there may be only one 
large confluent affected area in one’ 
lung segment — lobar pneumonia. If 
sufficient lung tissue is put out of ac- 
tion, the resulting decrease in oxy- 
gen intake may cause the patient to 
turn blue. Usually, however, the 
prominent features are those of a 
generalized illness with a raised 
temperature and often e cough anda 


- chest pain-that worsens:in coughing” '"

may impede their ability to cough 
effectively and thus rid them of 
potentially infective material down 
in the lungs. Very young children are 
another high risk group. But when 
the efficient drainage of norma! lung 
secretions is impaired for any 
reason (e.g. chronic chest disease or 
damage due to smoking) this makes 
the individual more lItable to 
pneumonia. Sometimes, as with 
Boaz, it can appear out of the blue 
for no readily explicable reason. 
Boaz's X-ray on admission to 
hospital strongly suggested that he 
had bacterial lobar pneumonia. This 
was subsequently confirmed by a 
laboratory culture of the sputum he 
had begun to bring up. This type of 
pneumonia, in pre-antiblotic days, 
was associated with a ‘‘crisis.”’ 
Passing the crisis point successfully 
meant a steady improvement in the 
patient's condition; otherwise a con- 
tinuing deterioration to an often fatal 
outcome was likely. Fortunately, the 
advent of penicillin changed all that. 


THE commonest types of pneumonia 
I see in family practice are the 
broncho-pneumonias, which occur at 
both extremes of age, often after 
some previous iliness has lessened 
resistance to infection. 

Another form of pneumonia J am 
seeing more of these days is the 
“atypical"’ variety. This may be 
caused by several different 
organisms, and it is so named 
because, contrast the 
‘classical’ forms of pneumonia 
mentioned above, its onset is often 
much more gradual in nature. 

Commonly it starts off as a cold- 
like illness with a sore throat, which 
over several days develops into a 
generalized illness with high

temperature, headache ard cough as 
the main symptoms. 

Curiously, clinical examination of 
the Iungs may show them to be 
almost norma! in many cases. Often 
only after an X-ray of the chest does 
the diagnosis become clear. Atypical 
Pneumonia also seems to have a 
predilection for otherwise healthy 
adults. 

Thanks to the effectiveness of an- 
tibioties and oxygen therapy, 
Pneumonia today does not usually 
present the threat to life it did not 80 
Many years ago. Unless !ts oc- 
currence {is associated with co- 

chronic disease, or another 
underlying lung disorder, recovery 
can normally be predicted with con- 
fidence once the correct treatment is 
initiated. ᾿ 

As for Boaz, he was in ΠΟΒΡΙ [6] for 
10 days. Except for the first 24 hours, 
when his condition gave some cause 
for concern, hig recovery was 
smooth. He left hospital somewhat 
weak, but with no permanent lung 
damage. 

Although his pneumonia covid not 
be directly ascribed to the oc- 
casiona! cigarette he smoked, his 
stay iy hospita) made him decide to 
break the habit entirely. Apparently 
personal contact with several] other 
patients in the chest unit, who were 
there with the ‘end-results of the 
havoc smoking had wrought in their 
lungs for years, had proved a most 
effective deterrent.

When Ramot Shapira opened its 
doors in August 1971, many 
educators were skeptical about what 
it would sccomplish. Seven years 
Jater, the Worle Youth Academy 
located at Ramot Shapira, 10 miles 
from Jerusalem, nas become so pop- 
ular that the current facilities for 560 
students are tco small. 


“The dangers of assimilation and 
intermarriage which beset Jewish 
communities in the Diasvore, and 
the spiritual challenges facing 
Israeli youth are of utmost impor- 
tance to 23 at Ramot Shepira," sald 
Dr. H. Jerome Sisselmen, chairman 
of the Internationa! board of trustees 
which will meet at Remot Shapira 
.during the intermediate days of 
Pesach. Sisselman, who lives in Tel 
Aviv, but spends half the yeer in his 
former home !n New Jersey, is well 
acquainted with the problems of 
Diaspora Jewry. The time and 
energy he cevotes to Remot Shapira 
are . a direct’ reflection of his 
knowledge of problems facing world 
Jewry. ‘What we wil! discuss at our 
board meeting," he continued, "15 
how leadership can be developed in 
Jewish youth bcth in Israe) ane in 
the Diaspora." 


In a world which finds Inter- 
marriage on the increase, Ramot 
Shapira uses its special study oppor- 
tunities to allow Jewish youth to 
withstand the pressures of agsimile- 
tion. 

“The keynote of the Academy's 
approach,” said Rabbi Dr. Yaakov 
“Vainstein, president of the academy, 
“ig to help students learn about their 
fatth and history through a living ex- 
perience which offers them a true 
dimension of their Jewish identity 
and Jewish peoplehood. We are 
providing more opportunities for 
Jewish youth to study Torah, to 


allow them to experience the beauty 
of Jewish tradition, and to enable 
them understand their Jewish 

“ said Rabbi Vainstein, ‘I 
feel that one of the most serious 


problems facing the Jewish people. 


today is the fact that many of our 
young people — especially in the 
Diaspora — are weak in their 
loyalties to our communities and 
their attachments to our traditions. 
The spectacle of thousands of Jewish 
youth being lost annually through 
assimilation and intermarriage, is a 
tragedy of the first order to the 
Jewish people," Rabbi Vainstein 
continued. 

In the past year, more than 3,000 
students from Israel and 500 from 
the Diaspora studied at Ramot 
Shapira. Many more applied, but 
were not accepted because of a lack 
of facilities. Programmes for 
students trom the Diaspora include a 
year's study of Jewish and general 
subjects for which they receive un- 
iversity credit, a five-month course 
for high school students,. summer 
programmes, and special training 
courses for youth group leaders. 
Some of these programmes are un- 
der the auspices of the education 
department of the World Zionist 
organization. 

The programmes for Israeli youth 
are designed to account for the fact 
that there are problems facing the 
local educational system which re- 
quires supplementary educational 
Programmes. This applies to youth 
from disadvantaged areas, and 
those from deprived cultural or 
socia] backgrounds. Ramot Shapira 
has begun a number of programmes 
designed to provide such young peo- 
ple with the ability to grapple with 
the challenges of society, while 
teaching them the answera Judaism | 
provides to contemporary problems.

VOLK talked to Dr, H.J. Sisselman 
and Rabbi Dr. Y. Vainstein on the 
programmes and goals of this unique 
educational institution. 


A number of separate institutes 
conducted under the auspices of the 
Ministry of Education provide these 
programmes, These include the 
Schoo! of Judaic Studies, the 
Institute of Youth Leadership, the 
Jewish Heritage and Zionist 
Institute, and the Institute for the 
Study of the Tradition of Sephardi 
Communities. The Land of Israel 
Studies Department and field school 
provide the special courses and field 
trips. : 

Part of the success of the in- 
dividual institutes and of the 
academy as a whole is due to the 
faculty. Many of the instructors have 
completed thelr military service, 
and are now continuing their educa- 
tion. They join the Ramot Shapira 
staff for five years during which 
time they study and teach — an 
arrangement which keeps them busy 
24 hours a day. 


At present, there is more demand 
for the academy's programmes than 
there ia dormitory space avallable. 
Asa result, a decision has been made 
to increase the present dormitory 
facility from 200 to 350. Also to be 
added during the construction cam- 
paign will be classrooms, teachers‘ 
studies, a library, assembly hall, 
recreation rooms, and an infirmary. 
This buliding plan, which will in- 
crease the building by 2,300 square 
metres, will cost about $1.5 million. 


A major investment to be gure. But 
as an educator from Tel Aviv 
described the results of one seminar, 
“I can point to puplis who returned 
from the course an entirely different 
group from what they were when 
they began the seminar, An aura of 
self-confideuce now marks them and 
they are becoming instrumental in 
influencing others in the quest for. 
Jewish cultural values."* 
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Philanthropy or nation-building — 


Three trips to Israel since 
January, four since Octoher and well 
over 100 since 1948, just before the 
Proclamation of independence. Few 
Jewish leaders anywhere in the 
world can match that record. which 
belongs to Meivin Dubinsky, Chair- 
man of the United Israel Appeal. In- 
corporated. The UTA is the channel 
through which money ralsed in the 
United States by the UJA through 


Community Federations is. 


transmitted to the Jewish Agency in 
Israeli, and Mr. Dubinsky hag served 
as its chairman for the past six 
years. 

His frequent visits to this country 
are 4 measure of the dedication and 
commitment he brings to the post, 
one of the most senior and reaponsl- 
ble in the Diaspora, In addition, Mr. 
Dubinsky is a member of both the 
Jewish Agency's Executive and 
Board of Governors, and acts 88 
chairman of itg Budget and Finance 
Committee. 

All these jobs sive him a special 
vantage point from which to judge 
Israel's progress on the eve of its 
fourth decade of statehood. When 
combined with his long personal in- 
volvement in the country’s develop: 
ment, the Perspective is even more 
unique, "If I compare Israel today 
with what I sav 20 years ago,"’ he 
said during a br2ak in last week's 
Agency Board of Governors meeting, 
“I see achievements that have only 
been accomplish:d in 100 years in 
any other nation." 

That assessment comes fram no 
idle dreamer. At 63, Mr. Dubinsky is 
8 tall, dynainie m:n with a comman- 
ding presence. Sack home, in St. 
Louis, Missouri, he heads one of the 
U.S. Midwest's most successful real 
estate firms. And his knowledge of 
Terael is based on practical ex- 
perience and a wide network of 
friends and acquaintances, including 
most of the country's top leaders. 

“My very first trip to israel in ear- 
ly February, 1948, was unforget- 
table," he recalled. “Because of the 
situation, the B: h Army escorted 
us in an armoured convoy from Tel 
Aviv to Rehovot, which was the route 
to Jerusalem in those days. The ea- 
cort left us ther2. even though the 
real danger only Yegan at that point. 
For the rest of the route, we were 
protected by the Haganeh. One of the 
Jewish soldiers wes Esther Herlitz. 
who is a member of the Xnesset to- 


During the recent gathering of the Jewish 
ἀν Board of Governors, JOEL WEINER 
talked to Melvin Dubinsky, Chairman of the 
United Israel Appeal, Incorporated, and 
sensed the optimism of the man that has 
been at the helm of UIA in the United States 
for the past six years and continues to devote 
his time and energy on behalf of Israel’s 


social and humanitarian needs.

day. Another was Reuven Dafni, now 
a senior member of the Foreign 
Ministry. We came under Arab 
sniper fire, but we made it to 
Jerusalem gafely."" 

On his very first night in the city, 
Mr. Dubinsky was hosted by Golda 
Meir, whom he had assisted several 
times during her fund-raising mis- 
sions in America. Another highlight 
was a blind-folded journey to 
Menahem Beyin's headquarters 
where he met the man who heads 
Israel's government today. Over the 
years since then, Mr. Dubinsky has 


developed a wider range of Isreeli 
friends than possessed by many 
Israelis themselves. 

These personal links with the coun- 
try only reinforce his determination 
to actively work on behalf of Israel. 
‘The fact that he contributes both his 
time and energy te all his posts does 
not restrict his involvement nor 
minimize the task. One indication is 
the size of the ULA's 1978/72 budget, 
approved only a few weeks ago in 


New York. During the current fiscal. 


year, the UIA will transfer in excess 
of $250 million to Israel in support of

Und 
the UJA was established in 1939, the 
Joint and the UIA ‘formerly the 
United Palestine Appeal) raised 
money separately for overgeng 
Jewish projecta. Efficiency and com. 
mon goals eventually dictated one 
fund-raising campaign. end thus the 
UIA was born. The funds UJA ralees 
are divided between the JDC ang 
ULA according to a pre-determineg 
formula. (A small amount is turned 
over to the New York Association of 
New Americans, and approximately 
$400,000 [8 designated to cover the ar- 
nual HLAS deficit.) The ULA and JDC 
are the corporate and policy-making 
Bodies of the UJA,-and each 
designates half of the ΖΑΒ Board of 
Governors. 


Apart from the UJA funds, the 
ULA's budget is composed of Granta 
from the U.S. Congress for the 
resettlement of Eastern European 
and Soviet Jews, and bank loans. 1: 
the first category, the UIA is now 
asking Congress for $25 millon to 
add to the $153 miilion it has already 
provided. and Mr. Dubinsky 15 confi. 
dent that the request will be met. A 
prime reason {s the fact that the 
General Accounting Office iz 
Washington recently scrutinized the 
ULA‘s use of the funds and reported 
that it is more than satisfied with its 
procedures. The GAO audit was 
carried cut also in Israel during late 
1876 by an expert staff who included, 
in their review, interviews, documen: 
checks and verification. 


In Mr. Dubinsky's view, financie}- 
ly supporting the work of the Jewish 
Agency is ane of the most important 
functions of any Diaspora Jew. “You 
can call it philanthropy or you can 
eall it nation-building.”” he insisted. 
“The fact is that it is absolutely vital 
to ensuring that Israel is soclaliy 
strong and viable. But I will also say 
that, in my judgement, Israe} will be 
completely self-sustaining in tke 
foreseeable future, thereby adding 
even more honour to Jews around the 
worid.""

Bikur Cholim Hospital pediatric neurology 
department provides comprehensive clinic 


“When I completed my general 
neurological training in 1962, I realix- 
ed that children have different’ 
neurological problems than adults, 
and therefore they needed full-time 
help," said Dr. Nomi Amir, chief of 
pediatric neurology at Jerusalem's; 
Bikur Cholim Hospital. Originally 
working with Dr. Helena Kagan, Dr. 
Amir has spent much of her time 
since 1962 building her department. 
. The changes — and the facilities — 
are most impressive. “We. began 
with ἃ. self-contained unit, including 
outpatient facilities, a diagnostic 
laboratory dealing only with 
children’s neurological disorders, 
and beds. As the unit grew, we began 
to realize there was no comparable 
unit in Israel." Previously, much 
time was spent taking children to 
various clinics, each of which gave: 
special treatment. Dr. Amir began 
the first comprehensive clinic in 
Israel at Bikur Cholim Hospital. 

Today, while she treats a heavy 
toad of patients at the Bikur Cholim 
Hospital's clinic on Rehov Straus, 
there are other activities going on 
behind the scene. ‘‘What began as a 
pilot project kindergarten for 12 
children, hes developed into a 
kindergarten for more than 30," she 
said. But what is even more impor- 
tant is that the Bikur Cholim Hospital 
Kindergarten is recognized as a 
training center for nursery school 
teachers, physiotherapists, and oc- 
cupational therapists who are in- 
terested in the techniques of 
rehabilitation and remedial educa- 
tion in early childhood. 

The curriculum at Bikur Cholim is 
tailored for the individual child — 
depending on the difficulties in- 
, volved. For instance, a four-year old 
might learn about family and social 
relations, what a neighborhood is,. 
what friends are. At the same Hime, 
an occupational therapist might 
work with the same child, focusing 
on body image, tactile and sensory 
integration, and coordination before 
a mirror. The child would also be 
taken on field trips to stores, 
playgrounds, museums, and the zoo. 
Work with the physiotherapist would 
include developing muscle tone, 
while the speech therapist would 
work to develop the ‘child's verbal 
skills.

“ONCE the restrictions and dis- 
abilities of Jews affillated with 
Conservatism, Reform or 
Reconstructionism are carried out in 
practice in Israel, the effects would 
resonate to the generality of 
American Jews. 

“Who could then blame many of 
those contemplating marriage, con- 
version or synagogue membership 
for avoiding affiliation with the 
Conservative movement?" 

Rabbi Gordis goes on to argue for 
action within 2 Conservative Zionist 
party. which is now organizing under 
the name “Merkaz." 

He notes pointedly that American 
Jewry, ‘‘the majority of whom are 
affillated with Conservative Jewry." 
continue to “pour many millions into 
Israel through the UJA, Israel Bonds 
and countless other campaigns..."’ 
and complains that Conservative 
patience has gone unrewarded. 

A contri factor may have 
been in the ambiguities of the 
Conservatives’ own attitude towards 
Israel. A relationship based on 
philanthropy tends to maintain a dis- 
tance between donor and recipient. 

It is only in recent years that 
Conservatives, now apparently 
ready for increased involvement in 
Israel, have begun to voice resent- 
ment over their rejection as a valid 
religious movement there.

“In Israel the two concepts — 
security and diplomacy — are 
linked,” he said. “They were linked 
when it came to the disengagement 
agreement and the interim agree- 
ment, and they were linked during 
the talks on peace. It makes no sense 
for a general to take the blame, if he 
is not part of the: decision-making 
process. There was a minister who 

. thought otherwise, but he quickly 
Jearned that he was Wrong.” 

Gur declared that the role of a 
chief of staff, and ἃ general staff, is 
to balance out the party politics in a 
coalition government and propose 
alternatives based on security con- 
siderations alone. This makes for 
effective government, he said. He 
added that several times during his 
tenure the government adopted a 
position put forward by him because 
it proved politically expedient. in 
that it represented no factional 
political.view in the cabinet. 

Gur wag equally curt about any 
proposed organizational changes for 
the IDF. 

Referring to.the reorganization of 
the. ground forces into a separate 
command as envisioned by Aluf 
(res.) Yisrael Tal, who was charged 
with recomm changea by the 
defence minister, said: “1 is 
‘almost silly that Tal is 
changes for the 1980s based on con- 
cepts rejected in the 1950s."" 

Gur, when asked about the effect 
of the media on the decision-making 
process at the general staff, 
answered that not once had an arti- 
cle in the press led him to change or 
initiate a decision. On the other 
hand, he stated, the function of the 
press was always taken into account 
when planning an operation, the way 
the operation was perceived by the 
public, both in Israel and the enemy 
states. ‘‘Not only did the press have 
no influence on me,'’ he said, 

. “neither did all the ministerial ad- 
visers and their likes who whispered 
to ministers behind closed doors, but 
who in real terms had absolutely no 
effect on defence policy.” 

Gur was obviously referring to the 
various military advisers of all three 
prime and defence ministers that he 
served under — advisers who includ- 
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ed Aluf Ariel Sharon, the current 
agriculture minister. He gave as an 


,example how two advisers — “‘one a 


great expert on the air force arid the 
second an expert on everything” — 
counselled against Israel purchasing 
the F-15. Their advice fortunately 
tell by the wayside, he noted. He call- 
ed the F-15 an ‘incredible aircraft" 
which has far surpassed Israel's ex- 
pectations, not only in performance 
but also in enhancing Israel's overall 
deterrent posture. 

“This point was amply il- 
lustrated,"" he said, “when during 
the Cairo talks, (Egypt War 
Minister) Gen. Gamasy turned to 
Defence Minister Welzman and said 
that he was prepared to give up the 
entire Egyptian army in return for 
the Israel Air Force." 

Finally Gur was asked whether he 
had supported the nomination of 
Eitan as chief of staff, and what he 
thought the attributes of a chief of 


staff should be. Gur was evasive: 


about his support for Eitan and said 
thatuestion should be put to Weiz- 
man. He quickly added, however, 
that Eitan met all his personal 
criteria for an excelent chief of 
Staff. These included that the man 
be a respected and ἃ leader 


among the rank-and-file of the army | 


— “and there are no better. can- 


didates for this qualification than |’ 


he." 

He said that “even when I was 
chief of staff, we all called Raful — 
as Eitan is popularly known — 
soldier No.1 in the IDF."

If that is indeed ithe pag then the sources of information 
available to the Secretary General in New York are either in- 
adequate or’ partisan. For Israel from the start has stated un- 
equivocally that it has no intention of retaining its forces in 
southern Lebanon. ἢ 

What Israel has maintained is that it will not simply withdraw 
to enable the terrorists to resume their stranglehold on the area. 
and to expose the Christian villages and Israeli border 
settlements to renewed attack. : 

Israel is demanding that the UN forces which are being in- 
troduced into Lebanon complete their deployment and show 
their readiness to cope with the terrorist threat. 

Jt has been the UN, or perhaps more correctly some of the 
member states, who have slowed down the process of Israeli 
withdrawal by delaying the deployment of the UN units due to 
take up positions in the area. Of the 4,000 traops slated for 
Lebanon, only some 2,500 have arrived and UN control has not 
yet come fully into effect. 

Perhaps Dr. Waldheim was able to find comfort in his 
meeting in Beirut with Yasser Arafat who assured him that the 
terrorists would cooperate with the UN forces. But neither 
Israel, nor the Christians in Lebanon, nor the Lebanese Govern- 
ment, who know the terrorists’ real intentions, can view such 
assurances through Dr. Waidhelm's rose-tinted spectacles. 

Let Dr. Waldheim make certain that the UN forces take up 
their positions in adequate numbers and do their job. Then he 
and everyone else may have reason to feel encouraged. 


Time to fly again 
EL AL has by now been grounded for two weeks, at the peak of 
the tourist season, and the cost of what has been presented to the 
public as an heroic attempt to cure the chronic ills of the 
national air carrier is mounting by the day. 

‘That much is wrong with ἘΠῚ Al has been known for so long, 
and so painfully, that it needs no restatement. The basic ills 
have long ago been recognized not only by the Government, pre- 
sent and previous, but also by the Histadrut. 

Nevertheless, it seems that the obdurate stand of the manage- 
ment for an a priori commitment by the employers to certain 
conditions which, in its view, are essential to justify resumption 
of flights, has already overshot its mark. The fact is that the 
Histadrut and the representatives of the employees have agreed 
to the basic conditions that will enable the company to honour 
its obligations to passengers and shareholders alike. There is a 
united representation of the works committees; there is an 
agreement not to resort to any form of strikes, sanctions or 
slowdowns while negotiations for a new labour contract are go- 
ing on; there is agreement to a procedure for resolving 
differences, while negotiations are taking place. 

These are the basic conditions necessary to resume flights. 
Establishment of a disciplinary court, reform of the procedures 
for appointments and promotions, and similar matters that the 
poses esac is properly the subject for negotiations. But 

agreement on these 5 is no justification for 
the national airlines. pas ; ae 

Moreover, it now appears that the management is trying to 
conclude a prior agreement with the air crews on the problem of 
their salaries. Such an attempt to negotiate with one of the ex- 
isting committees, in advance of negotiating the framework 
agreement with the united representation of all employees, ob- 
viously contradicts the principle for which the management has 
so adamantly held out — that of concluding an agreement only 
with one committee. 

The management's position on this matter has no doubt been 
complicated by the court decision last week — which is likely to 
be adjudicated specifically on Wednesday — that the wage 
agreements remain in force until replaced by new contracts. 
‘This means that whether the management negotiates first with 
a united representation or first with each committee separately, 
it will always have to obtain the consent of each works com- 
mittee to whatever is agreed. 

The complications that have arisen put the suspension of 
flights in a new light. This now appears as directed mainly 
against the air crews, and intended to force them into an agree- 
ment which, for the management, is crucially important both 
financially and as a precedent for other works committees. 

Certainly the air crews are no exploited proletariat that needs 
protection. But the suspension of flights, which the employees 
consider a provocative means of pressure even though their 
salaries are paid, has already become counterproductive from 
the point of view of the management's objectives, not to speak of 
the huge losses incurred. ; 

The ἘΠ Al management would be well advised to recognize 
that the Histadrut has already gone a long way towards meeting 
it more than half way in all that matters. It should now resume 
mormal operations and leave the unsolved issues for 
negotiations, rather than attempt to hold out for principles that 
have little operational significance.

What is the magic figure needed to

“Yediot Aharonot’’ reported that 
the police specifically refused to an- 
nounce an official number. Accor- 


ding to ‘'Al Hamishmar,"' the - 


generally accepted figure of 40,000 
was ‘‘confirmed by high-ranking 
police officers," while the media 


themselves gave figures ranging: 


from 30,000 to 70,000. 

Perhaps, after all, we were not so 
much less “informed” during the 
journalists’ strike that followed the 
earlier rally, when the police set a 
figure of 30,000 (and were criticized 
for the size of their estimate in Herut 
circles).

‘SELF-DESTRUCTIVE BEHAVIOUR 
OF GUSH EMUNIM 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 


Sir, — Most of the charges levelled 
at Gush Emunim come from those 
who do not share its ideal: the 
reintegration of the most ancient 
areas of Israelite settlement into the 
modern Jewish State. What sur- 
prises me is that those who do share 
its views have -not raised a charge 
from their own viewpoint: that Gush 
Emunim's very activities may be 
making that ideal unattainable. * 


In the firat years after the Six Day 
War, scores of settlements were set 
up In the administered areas, with a 
growing associated infrastructure of 
roads, water supply, etc. Yet all this 
activity attracted little attention, 
apart from the occasional ritual 
denunciation at the UN. At the same 
time, clearly beneficial reaults were 
obtained: the new settlements in the 
Jordan Valley and the Rafiah ap- 
proaches, helped by the experience 
of veterans of Israeli agriculture, 
produced a valuable addition to ex- 
port earnings. There was also some 
benefit to the local Arab population, 
to the extent that it picked up 
modern techniques from the settlers. 


Now began the activities of Gush 
Emunim. Instead of quietly setting 
up carefully planned settlements, it 
marched to the places it desired, 
sang and danced, and encouraged 
the world press to come and watch 
the show. Suddenly, Jewish settle- 
ment in occupied lands became a 
live international issue and a source 
of grave doubts for Israel's 
traditional supporters in the U.S. 
and elsewhere. 

On the other hand, the practical 
benefit of Gush Emunim settlements 
appears to be close to zero. If one 
visits one of them, months after its 
creation, one finds that all the men 
are continuing to commute to their 
old jobs in the cities of pre-1967 
Israe]. Nothing creative has been set 
up on the site, apart from the oc- 
casional mini-yeshiva, which, of 
course, cannot compete in 
achievements with the great in- 
stitutions of Jewish learning in 


Jerusalem and elsewhere. But - 


because of the publicity which Gush 
Emunim constantly seeks, this is the 
image of Jewish settlement that is 


now spreading in the mass media of 
the Western world. A century of 
Jewish achievements in agriculture 
is being forgotten. 

It took Gush Emunim, in short, to 
give Jewish settlement a bad name 


. everywhere. Every new settlement, 


consequently, has become an object 
of world attention and protest — 
which is making precisely the ideal 
te which Gush Emunim subscribes 
more difficult to attain. 


The culmination of all this was the 
ludicrous spectacie in Shiloh. To any 
television reporter who cared to in- 
terview them, the caravan dwellers 
openly explained that the 
government's authorization was a 
mere pretense, as far as they were 
concerned: they knew nothing about 
archaeology and hoped to build a 
town. In order to settle in Shiloh, 
they were not afraid of damaging, by 
their incompetence, an 
archaeological site of the greatest 
importance for the’ heritage of the 
Jewish people. ts δὲ 

At Shiloh, a score of Gush Emunim 
supporters have managed not mere- 
ly to discredit further the ideal of 
settlement; but also to make the 
whole State of ‘Israel, including its 
government, look just silly. This is, 
after all, a country with one of the 


most highly developed military - 
world, and yet its - 


potentials in the 
government was incapable of puting 
a swift end to this nonsense. It is far- 
tunate that at least the Defence 
Ministry has now. realized the im- 
plications and is seeking — without 
much help from other quarters — to 
remedy matters. 


There is also a more general and 
very serious question which must be 


faced: how long can any government - 


continue to tolerate an organization 
which claims the right to override 


- every authority in the State as often 


as it has the opportunity and the 
desire to do so — even if many of the 
aims of that organization are shared 
by the government concerned? And 
how much has this contributed to the 
general erosion of-the government's 


authority and respect in recent.
